Indy Cops Win Court Battle

Ja m es M. Highbaugh and Joseph R. Lackey had been 
indicted by a federal grand jury on charges of violating 
the civil rights of a prisoner by beating him while 
shackled to a hospital bed. Highbaugh and Lackey were 
charged with beating Terry C. Lee, 20, Indianapolis, 
after he had been moved from jail to Marion County 
General Hospital in 1973. 
Both detectives testified they struck Lee in an effort 
to subdue him during scuffle. The jury deliberated about 
40 minutes before returning the verdict, ending a trial 
that was in its third day. 


Booze On IU Campus 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (UPI) — Indiana University 
trustees will be asked to adopt a new code allowing 
students 21 and over to consume alcoholic beverages in 
cam pus residence halls. 
The code has been approved by the University Faculty 
Council and will be submitted to the trustees when they 
meet April 5. 
The proposal specifies student drinking in residences 
only, and not in university areas frequented by the 
public. 


Air Crash Settlement 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
$600,000 out-of-court 
settlement has been reached in the death of one of the 
passengers killed when a TWA jetliner crashed near 
Washington last Dec. I. 
The settlement for Mary Lou Jerg er, Washington. 
Ind., was reached with the insurance carrier for TWA, 
and no lawsuit actually was filed. 
It involved the death of Mrs. J e rg e r’s husband. 
Donald, 40. a quality control laboratory employe at the 
Crane Naval Ammunition Depot in Southern Indiana. He 
was one of 92 persons w ho died w hen the plane rammed 
a mountainside. 
Sources said this apparently is the largest settlement 
so far stem ming from the crash, and this one reportedly 
included compensation for J e rg e r’s four children, ages 3 
to 12. 


High Court Rules Against Indiana 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme Court Monday 
let stand a lower court ruling which gives federal courts 
authority to order Indiana to improve its medical aid 
program for needy juveniles. 
The justices declined to hear Indiana's claim that the 
Medicaid 
law 
limits 
enforcement 
of 
the 
juvenile 
program 
to action by 
the Departm ent of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
District Judge Allen Sharp of Hammond ruled last 
March that Indiana must extend the medical program to 
all counties in the state as soon as possible. Indiana had 
failed to meet a July I, 1973, deadline in the law 
requiring that a full program be implemented. 
Under the law, states would be denied I per cent of 
their federal welfare payments if they failed to comply 
with the juvenile medical aid section of the law.

Using ‘ Electric Kates and 
Inflation” as his subject, Joe 
Lower, 
public 
relations 
representative of the Shelby 
County REMC, addressed the 
Rushville Lions Club Monday 
night at the Durbin Hotel. After 
making a formal slide and taped 
presentation explaining the fuel 
adjustm ent portion of today’s 
electric billings, the speaker 
told of the problems facing 
electric utilities in trying to 
keep rates at the lowest possible 
levels. 
He stated that, in the past in­ 
creased usage of electricity has 
been a factor in keeping rates 
down, conservation of energy is 
resulting in less KWH being 
used while generating plants 
must still maintain capacity to 
take care of peak loads. Rates 
are no longer going to go down 
or remain stationary, he said, 
they are going to go up While 
the cost of fuel is the principle 
cause, other reasons were set 
forth 
It was said that IO oil 
companies now own 23 per cent 
of the coal mines and that this 
does 
not 
provide 
a 
cheery 
outlook. 
Mr Lower called attention to 
the increasing difficulties oc­ 
casioned by pollution controls 
and said that this one factor had 
made it necessary for an Oregon 
utility to increase its charges by 
25 per cent. 
Ways to conserve on energy 


were set forth by the speaker 
and included the admonition to 
cover 
refrig erato r 
dishes 
because frost free units require 
m ore 
curren t 
to 
defrost 
m oisture, to clean furnace 
filters (he said that he had in­ 
creased the temperature of air 
coming from a register by six 
degrees in one household; use 
full loads instead of partial ones 
when 
washing 
and 
drying 
clothes (it takes just as much 
electricity and hot water to run 
a small load as a full one), turn 
off lights when leaving a room, 
install better insulation. He also 
called attention to the fact that 
instant starts TVs use more 
electricity than conventional 
ones 
These were ways in which 
reduced consumption of current 
will soften the impact of higher 
rates which were said to be 
inevitable

David Brinkly Is Tabbed The 
Only Critter Of His Kind

WASHINGTON (U P I) — A 
minute after you leave David 
Brinkley’s booklined office at 
W’RC-TV, you start talking like 
the NBC newsman. Even when 
you stop, you’re mind echos the 
short, punchy style that has 
made 
Brinkley’s 
name 
a 
household word. 
“ He’s an original,” said John 
Chancellor, 
B rin k le y’s 
col­ 
league on the NBC Nightly 
News. ‘‘David was the first 
genuinely successful newsman 
to use satire and ascerbic wit 
to poke fun at institutions. It 


was a rare talent and he made 
it work —and he did it first.” 
Although Brinkley’s dry wit 
and passion for brevity were

Buzzards Land At 


Hinckley, Ohio 


H IN C K LEY , Ohio (U P I) - 
Capistrano has its swallows. 
Hinckley has its turkey vul­ 
tures. 
According 
to 
legend, 
the 
turkey vultures first arrived at 
Whipps Ledges in this northern 
Ohio village in 1818. They have 
come back every March 15 for 
the past 157 years, although no 
one is quite sure why. 
This year was no exception. 
Official buzzard spotter Jim 
Ramps, a Cleveland Metropoli­ 
tan Park ranger, announced the 
time of the official landing as 
ll a m. ED T Saturday. 
One theory is the buzzards 
were 
attracted 
here 
shortly 
after hunters started shooting 
to clear the 25-square mile area 
of wolves, bears, foxes and 
other predators in 1818. 
Residents say the animals 
were driven into an open area 
now called “ Buzzards’ Roost” 
where the large carnage soon 
attracted the vultures. 
These days, the devouring is 
done by up to 10,000 persons 
who arrive at this village of 
4,500 to watch the birds. It’s not 
as big as San Juan Capistrano, 
Calif., 
where 
some 
25,000 
sightseers are expected 
this 
year to peer at the swallows, 
but 
here 
there’s 
also 
the 
pancake and sausage breakfast 
sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 
Besides which, the swallows 
don’t show up at Capistrano 
until March 19. 
Only about 20 persons actual­ 
ly witnessed the first buzzard 
landing, 
but 
town 
officials 
served more than 4,000 pan­ 
cakes 
and 
more 
than 
700 
pounds 
of 
sausages 
to 
the 
hungry thousands. 
“ W e’ve been 
flooded 
with 
telephone calls from radio and 
television stations throughout 
the United States,” said W'l 
ham Gundelach, president of 
the local Chamber of Commer­ 
ce. 
“ Most of the out-of downers 
who showed were from the east 
coast states,” he said. 


But Heike Bongardtz, 16, a 
high school exchange student 
from Germany living at nearby 
Wadsworth, was untouched by 
the festivities. 
“ Buzzards are not known in 
Germany,” he said. “ They’re 
not very pretty.

“ I always liked Chet,” he 
said “ He didn’t do an evil or 


vicious thing in his life. He was 
a cowboy when he came east.

outdoors and little train stops in 
Montana. He never became a 
city slicker or a liar. He never 
changed from the first day I 
saw him to the last.” 
Although

Brinkley

casts, he also anchored the 
award-winning magazine show, 
“ David 
Brinkley’s 
Journal.” 
Each day, he delivers a 3- 
minute radio spot.

report, he called labor leader 
Jim m y Hoffa, “ a jerk.” And 
after another, he was sued by 
the state of New Hampshire for 
dispatch on the state’s road 
system. For his touches of wit,

He gave the punch 
line away in the first line. So 
when it came to writing a light 
piece, I always wrote it.”

Death Penalty Debate 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Supreme Court today granted 
the federal government permis­ 
sion to take part in forthcoming 
oral arguments on the constitu­ 
tionality of the death penalty.

WASHINGTON (U P I) — The 
public hears only about the 
failures or abuses, alleged or 
real, of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 
What about its successes? 
CIA Director William E.. Colby 
once 
told a 
largely 
hostile 
forum discussing the agency 
that it at times harbored “ bad 
secrets,” 
“ nonsecrets” 
and 
“ good secrets.” 
During a recent interview at 
his headquarters in the country­ 
side of northern Virginia, Colby 
was asked if he could talk 
about 
some 
of 
the 
“ good 
secrets” —CIA successes. 
“ This is 
hard,” 
he 
said, 
“ because if they’re going to be 
successful they will be quiet. 
“ Let’s put it this way. In the 
40s and ‘50s there’s no question 
about it that there was an 
attempt to expand communism, 
to take over Western Europe- 
political action among other 
things. 
“ There were various things 
done at that time which I can’t 
go into. But the end result—not 
that it was the CIA that did it 
itself—that (Communist) hope 
of taking over Western Europe 
by political action failed.” 
The same could be said, he 
added, “ in the early ‘60s of 
expanding 
Cuban 
subversion 
throughout the Western Hemis­ 
phere and Communist attempts 
later in Africa. 
“ There was a great vogue for 
the guerrilla insurgency. You 
look at it today. Those efforts 
failed. Again that wasn’t just 
intelligence, 
but 
intelligence 
made a contribution. 
“ In 
Africa, 
there 
was 
a 
rather extensive effort to profit 
from 
the 
withdrawal 
and 
decolonization of several coun 
tries. And there was a contest 
there in various regards. But 
essentially, the Communists did 
not achieve any great position 
in Africa.” 
In still another area, Colby 
said the Strategic Arms Limita 
tion Talks could never have got 
off the ground without some 
form of inspection—and that 
required a highly sophisticated 
intelligence capabilitty. 
The 
Russians, 
he 
said, 
“ didn’t like foreigners tramping 
around their countryside. So we 
couldn’t get anywhere until we 
developed 
this 
capability 
of 
looking in and counting the 
missile launchers, telling exact­ 
ly how much there is.” 
He 
referred 
to 
U.S.—and 
Soviet—’’spy satellites,” which 
continuously streak over each 
other’s 
country 
and 
China, 
hundreds of miles high, photo­ 
graphing with remarkable de­ 
tail what goes on below from 
missile-silo building to troop 
movements.

KGB Secret police, doing these 
days? 
“ KG B is both the CIA, F B I, 
State police, 
border guards, 
everything,” Colby said. 
“ But if you merely stick to 
its activities outside their own 
country, it’s bigger than ours. 
They have more Soviet citizens 
traveling abroad and traveling 
here.” 
While there are continued 
incidents of bugging, attempted 
compromise, 
blackmail, 
re­ 
cruitment, bribery and finan­ 
cial offers to Americans by 
Soviet agents, Colby said, the 
KGB is playing it a bit cool 
these days because it is so 
much 
easier 
for

to 
operate in an open society. 
“ They are quite relaxed and 
easy about the way they can

out 
and 
use 
other 
agencies and people for their 
purposes or work or for their 
cover —quite a lot easier than 
ours," he said. 


‘They are getting to learn 
that a lot of information is 
freely available that doesn’t 
have to be gathered through 
espionage.”
